For Hearing by High Court 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. 
Supreme Court' no-w has m its 
hands a new appeal by Morion 
Sobell charging that “his con- 
viction had been fraudulently 
contrived, in that the govern- 
ment Knowingly used false, per- 
jured and forged evidence.” 

Legal papers asking that the 
Court accept the Sobeli case for 
review also charged that the 
government had “suppressed 
evidence -which would have im- 
peached its case, and that the 
prosecution falsely characterized 
and exaggerated the evidence 
adduced against the defend- 
ants.” 

The high court has never re- 
viewed the case of Morion So- 
bell, now In the 18th year of a 
30-year sentence imposed in his 
trial with Julius and Ethel Ro- 
senberg on a charge of “con- 
spiracy to commit espionage.” 
Sobell has steadfastly sought to 
prove his Innocence. The Rosen- 
bergs insisted on their innocence 
prior to execution in 1953 which 
took place despite world-wide 
protests. 

The latest appeaT'centends 
that lower court Judge Edward 


Weinfeld acted illegally in de- 
nying Sobell a hearing to prove 
the fraud against him, in that he 
decided issues of fact without 
permitting the hearing required 
by law to determine the truth. 

At the core of the Sobell ap- 
peal are two -key points: 

1. Evidence that the proseal* 
tion knowingly presented false 
testimony and claims to make 
the court and jury believe that 
the “secret” of the atomic bomb 
bad been stolen.
